AS SC CONTINUED DEBATE ON CYPRUS MARCH 4, UK REP SAID HMG

AGREEMENT, BYELORUSSIAN REP CALLED FOR NEW APPROACH SUCH AS 
BROAD INTERNATIONAL FORUM WITHIN UN FRAMEWORK, AND CLERIDES 
(CYPRUS) SATED SC COMITE SHOULD KEEP SITUATION UNDER REVIEW 
AND RENDER GOOD OFFICES IN WIDER FORUM IN WHICH SOLUTION 
COULD BE WORKED OUT. REPS OF TURKEY AND GREECE SPOKE UNDER 
RIGHT OF REPLY. NO DRAFT RES HAS BEEN SUBMITTED, AND 
DEBATE WILL CONTINUE MARCH 5. 
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RICHARD (UK) SPOKE OF PLIGHT OF REFUGEES, DEVASTATED 
ECONOMY, POTENTIAL THREAT TO PEACE IN EASTERN MEDITERRANEAN, 

AND OF ACTIONS BY ONE PARTY WHICH PUT "NEGOTIATIONS IN JEOPARDY." 

SC HAD CLEAR DUTY TO DEPLORE ANY ACTION INCONSISTENT WITH 
RESPECT FOR SOVEREIGNTY, INDEPENDENCE AND TERRITORIAL INTEGRITY 
OF REPUBLIC OF CYPRUS AND TO CALL FOR CONTINUATION OF NEGOTIATIONS
